When he 
e@aciuded his eloquent declaration 
that he was not a coward and “would 
not run in the face of certain de- 
feat,” at 2 o'clock this afternoon, he 
had held the floor for twelve hours, 
with intermissions and recesses to 
restore his strength. 

The moving character of Lorimer’s 
appeal was admitted on every hand, 
but it apparently swayed no votes. In- 
stead of the pleading defense that 
had been expected, it was throughout 
a ringing defiance of those who had 
opposed him, a declaration of his un- 
faitering belief in the purity of his 
election in Illinois and a promise that 
he would not give up his fight with 
his eviction from the Senate. 

“I'M NOT A COWARD.” | 

“It has been suggested that I re- 
sign,” he said, in his closing @eclara- 
tion. “He who is so cowardly as to 
run because defeat stares him in the 
face, has no place in this body. 
Though you all vote to turn me out; 
though every vote has been canvassed 
and is against me, I will not resign. 
My exit from this body will not be 
from fear. It will not be because I 
am @ coward. will be because of 
the crime of the Senate of the United 
States.”

“l belleve if he does bravely fight 
for a purer and better government in 
Illinois.” he said, “God will strengthen 
his arm and he will return to the 
Senate vindicated by the people of 
that great State.” 

The Senate, as constituted when the 
Lorimer vote was taken, had ninety- 
four members. The vacancies caused 
by the deaths of Charles J. Hughes, 
Jr.. of Colorado and George Nixon 
of Nevada had not been filled. Im- 
mediately after the vote, however, the 
Nevada vacancy was filled when W. 
A. Massey, appointed by the Governor 
of Nevada to fill Senator Nixon's un- 


expired term. was sworn in. He had 


been waiting three days to take ad 


oath of office, but. was prevented by 
consideration of the Lorimer case. 

The unseating of Lorimer closed a 
fight that had not ceased since the 
publication of the charges of Charles 
A. White by the Chicago Tribune early 
in 1910. 

HISTORY OF CASE. 

Mr. Lorimer was elected as a junior 
Senator from Illinois by the Legisla- 
ture of that State May 26, 1909. He 
was at that time a member of the 
United States House of Representa- 
tives, having been elected to the 
Fifty-fourth Congress in 13894. He 
continuéd to hold his in the 
House of Representatives until June 
17, 1909, enearfy a month after his 
election the Senate. .He then _re- 
signed was in as Senator 
the next day. 

His election came after the State- 
wide primary had indorsed S-+natcr 
Albert J. Hopkins for re-clection. A 
deadiock in the Legislature prevent- 
ed the election of Hopkins and Lori- 
mer’s election ultimately was brought 
about by the support of fifty-three 
Democrats. 

The charges of bribery in conne*- 
tion with the Lorimer election were 
‘made public by the Chicago Tribune 
Aprt! 30, 1910, when it published a 
State Representative 
Charles A. White, that he hud re- 
ceived $1000 to vote for Lerimer. 
Senator Lorimer specifically dJenied 
these charges in a speech in *he sy a- 
ate May 28. of that year, afd said 
he courted investigation 

INVESTIGATION BEGINS. 

The Senate authorized an invest!- 
gation June 20, and it began in Chi- 
cago September 20, 1910, under the 
direction of Senator Julius C. Lur- 
rows of Michigan. As a result of that 
first investigation Senator Lorimer 
was exonerated by the Senate com- 
mittee and on March 1, 1911, the 
Senate, by a vote of 46 to 40, affirmed 
his title to a peat. The second inves- 
tigation began June 20, 19:1, as u« 
result of charges that new evidence 
had been found, particularily the 
statement of Clarence &. Funk of the 
International Harvester Compenv, 
that Fdward Hines had asked him to 
contribute to a $100,000 Lorimer 
fund. The second investigation com- 
mittee, presided over by Senator Dil- 
linghan: of Vermont, again affirmed 
Mr. Lorimer’s title to his seat, but 
the vote today was an overwhelining 
defeat of the committee report, as 
well as of Mr. Lorimer. 

STRIVE FOR DELAY. 

There was a well-defined belief in 
the Senate today whea it re-aasem- 
bled that the pro-Lorimer forces 
were working to delay further the 
final vote In the hope of changing 
several wavering votes to the support 
of Mr. Lorimer. 

Senator Lorimer’s immediate at- 
upon Lea, Kenyon and Kern 
and his repeated challenge to them 
to disprove his statements lent add- 
ed color to the belief that an effort 
would be made to bring on further 
debate before the final vote on the 
Lea resolution of exclusion. 

Senator Lorimer seemed refreshed 
after a few hours’ respite from the 
strain of his defense and plunged in- 
to his effort with renewed vigor. 

“IF THE EOPLE KNEW.” | 

At one point, declaring that the 
proceedings against him had been 
conducted by conspirators, he  ex- 
claimed: 

“Tf all the people knew the full 
story they’d drive that band of hypo- 
crites out of the country. And they 
will know it. If God spares me, 
they’]l know it from one end of the 
land to the other.” 

To his own efforts he credited the 
Senatorial investigation, saying the 
“Tribune people” took no steps te 
cause an investigation by the Senate 
until he introduced a resolution ask- 
ing far it. “This attack on me is not 
the first instance where efforts have 
been made to drive Senators out of 
this chamber by conspiracy,” he 
cried. 

He compared his case to that of 
Senator Percy of Mississippi, in 
which he declared a conspiracy to 
attempt to fasten evidence of cor- 
rupt practices upon the election. of 
Percy had been thwarted only by a 


fertunate discovery of facts. 
Bailey's ia ef 


Lorimer at the last trial wag sensa- 
tional. It had been getierally un- 
derstogd that he would not speak 
this time. 

TENSE MOMENTS. 

The closing moments of the trial 
were intensely 4dramaii-. Lorimer, 
holding the floor, making a last de- 
fense of his election. declared he 
did not appeal for the vote of any 
Senator, but asked for justice. 

Senator Lorimer, when the vote 
was. announced, walked slowly to- 
ward the back of the room and 
passed into a cleakroom, Senator 
Smoot throwing an arm over his 
shoulder. 

The vote ousting him was con- 
eld@ed at 2:05 o'clock. The man who 
had occupied a teat in the Senate 
since June 18, 1909, by the vote to- 
day passes out of the records and 
never officially has held a seat in the 
Senate of the United States. 

TEXT OF RESOLITION. 

The Lea resolution, adopted by «a 
vote of almost 2 to 1, was as fol- 
lows: 

“Resolved, that corrupt methods 
and practices were employed in the 
election of Willlam Lorimer to the 
Senate of the United States from the 
State of Iilinois, and that his elec- 
tion therefore was invalid.” 

In the closing sentence of his 
speech, Senator Lorimer expressed 
gratitude for tributes which Senators 
had paid to his private life. 


EXPRESSES GRATITUDE. 
“Every man who has such a life 


thas his own reward—he has it here,” 


he aaid. “I ask nothing on that ac- 


count; it has no bearing in the cage. |’ 


T hope it will influence no Senator in 
making up his judgment.” 
He spoke of his family. 

“Il ask nothing because 
of because of my ideal 
It has been said by 
that the worst foes of Lorimer 
have not impeached his integrity. 
They have esaid ‘that his word was 
as good as a bond; that he never 
turned on a friend: that he has beep 
consistent. right or wrong.’ 

REFERS TO RECORD 

“But I ask no consideration for 
that. When Senators are making 
up their minds. when they are decid- 
ing whether they will believe Lori- 
mer or Charles A. White. all I ask 
is to consider in conrection with a 
record of forty years my truth and 
veracity, as stated by my enemies. 
I ask the consideration of Senators 
as to whether they will believe the 
-bribe taker. who has lied time and 
again. or believe me. 

“Much has been said about ‘Lor'i- 
mer's resigning,’ he continued. “If 
at the beginning of this.case I had 
believed that one man had been 
bribed to vote for me [ would have 
laid my resignation on the Vicae- 
President's table. But I know the 
record, I know there was not a cor- 
rupt vote cast for me.” 

“To resign in the face of that con- 
viction? Why? ‘Becayse,’ they say, 
‘the Senate has been canvassed and 
enough votes have been found to turn 
Lorimer out.’ 

“Resign because they say defeat 
stares you in the face! Oh, what an 
argument! What sort of a man is it 
who runs in such a case? 

WON’T RUN FROM DEFEAT. 

“If the men Who founded this coun- 
try had run when defeat stared them 
in the face, We would have had no 
country, no flag. And he who is so 
cowardly as to run because defeat 
stares him in the face has no plage 
in this body. This chamber is no 
place for cowards. It was not built 
for cowardice. 

“Oh, Senators, though you all vote 
to turn me out, though every vote has 
been found against me, yet will I not 
resign. No. no, no, I'll not resign. 
If I go from this bpdy it will be be- 
cause more Senators vote for that 
resolution than against it. 

“I am ready,” he added, gramatic- 
ally. as he took his seat.

A constant newspaper 
agitation, investigations by two Sen- 
ate committees and one committee of 
the Illinois Legislature, millions of 
words of testimony and scores of 
speeches have kept the case of Lori- 
mer before the public. 

Charges and counter charges of 
bribery and corruption, crimination 
and retrimination, indictments, trials 
and ‘confessions’ galore have filled 
the history of the case. Today's vote 
in the Senate ended one of the most 
sensational legislative imbroglios that 
the country has ever known.

ENGLAND AND FRANCE READ 
HER SOME NEUTRALITY LAW. 


The Dons Are Notified to Keep 
Away from the Portuguese Border 
the Royalist Mobs Bent on Pat- 
ting the Exiled Boy King Back on 
the Throne in Portugal.

LISBON, July 12.—A semi-official 
note issued today says: ‘The Portu- 
guese government counts on the loyal- 
ty of the entire police and military 
forces to maintain order and to win 
over the sympathies and devotion of 
the public.” 

Advices from the frontier state that 
Capt, Couceiro, leader of the royal- 
ists, was wounded in the hand dur- 
ing the recent phttle at Chaves. 

A great mob of people on learning 
that several royalist conspirators fad 
been arrested at Bellas and were be- 
ing conveyed to Lisbon, invaded the 
railroad station this afternoon bent 
on lynching the rebels. The police 
altered the route of the prisoners 
and avoided violence. 

COLLECTIVE NOTE. 

According to the Portuguese news- 
paper, Paiz, Spain has received a col- 
lective note from England and France 
pointing out the principle of inter- 
national law which obliges Spain te 
respect the republic of the Portuguese 
and to enforce neutrality on the 


frontier. 
Senor Augusto V neellos, the 
Portuguese emier, had an inter- 


view today with Str Arthur -Henry 
Hardinge, British Minister to Portu- 
gal, in the course of which he pro- 
tested against Spain permitting armed 
Portuguese royalists to encamp on 
Spanish territory.

WASHINGTON, July 13.—It was 
practically determined today that the 
Archbald impeachment case would 
not be tried by the Senate this sum- 
mer. This indicates an earlier ad- 
journment of Congress than seemed 
possible a few days ago. The delay 
is said to be in accordance with the 
wishes of Judge Archbald. 

TO DEMAND TRIAL. 

It was arranged today that the Sen- 
ate should be notified of the House 
resolution of. impeachment and that 
the managers should formally appear 
next week to demand trial. While the 
House managers were anxious tue 
have the case heard at once, they 
met opposition on both sides of the 
chamber. The hot weather, the rush 
of ether business, and the approach- 
ing political campaign al! combined 
to favor a postponement of the trial. 

The Senate today voted forty to 
thirty-four to make the Panama Ca- 
nal bill unfinished business. This 
substantially refuses Great Britain's 
request that the bill be held up pend- 
ing diplomatic negotiations. An ef- 
fort to put Democratic tariff legisia- 
tion ahead was lost. 

The Hague Tribunal would be sub- 
jected to the most severe strain ever 
placed upon it. in the opinion of the 
officials here, should the settlement of 
the issue between America and 
Great Britain regarding the use of 
the canal be referred to tt. This 
strain would be felt tn the important 
step of securing an impartial court of 
arbitration. 

In this peculiar case the United 
States would stand almost alone 
against the nations of the world in her 
assertion of the right to discriminate 
in favor of American shipping. Every 
maritime power would prefit by a de- 
cision in favor of Great Britain. 

Uniess the parties to the arbitra- 
tion would be satisfied to elect the 
judges from countries absolutely 
without maritime interests, such as

Disaster to Dirigible Balloon Akron 
Due to Escape of Gas and Ignition 
By Engine's Exhaust. 

{BY A. P. DAY WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

ATLANTIC CITY (N. J.) July 13.— 
The explosion of the gas envelope of 
Melvin Vaniman's airship here on 
July 2, which causéd the death of 
its crew of five men, was due. not 
to the action of the sun's rays, as 
at first sipposed, but to a fault in 
construction whith allowed the ex- 
panding gas to escape directly over 
the exhaust of the engines, thus ig- 
niting it. This is the conclusion 
reached by Charles Hillman, an ex- 
pert, who has just concluded an in- 
vestigation of the disaster. 

Mr. Hillman made an examination 
of the balloon on June 15, and one 
of the first things that struck his 
notice was the arrangement of the 
six exhaust vaives in the gas envelope 
by means of which the gas, when it 


began to expand, was allowed to es- | 


cape. This was Mr. Vaniman's in- 
vention to prevent accident. These 
valves, according to Mr. Hillman, were 
placed three on each side of the en- 
velope in a horizontal line on the 


valves, he said, were located directly 
over the engine exhaust.

Bert Chellis and W. C. Stowell are 
the plaintiffs, the cases involving the 
same issues. The record shows that 
en November 17, 1890, the directors 
of the Rialto Irrigation District, of 
which A. B. Fowler was president 
and D. Robinson secretary, -passed a 
resolution providing for the issue 
with interest and installment cou- 
pons. The Superior Court of San 
Rernardino county on January 2, 
1891, established the validity of -the 
bonds in a suit to determine the 
question. The amount prayed for by 
Burt Chellis is $25,068.75. 

The Rialto Irrigation District of- 
mheers deny that the directorate 
had any right to issue the bonds, 
although it is admitted they were is- 
waed, signed and sold; it is also 
flenied that the plaintiffs purchased 
the bonds in good faitli, or in the 
vrdinary course of business, or for 
value, or without the actual knowl- 
“@ge of the dishonor of the bonds 
and coupons; they deny that the 
complainants are now or ever have 
been the owners of the bonds; deny 
that the Superior Court of San Ber- 
nardino county ever affirmed 
validity of the bonds: that the bonds 
are negotiable in character, or Iis- 
sued for a lawful consideration, but 
were issued for construction work 
amd are invalid and vwid. 

The Rialto Irrigation District was 
cumposed of citrus producing lands 
fivided into 10 and 20-acre farms, 
irrigated by 1000 inches of water 
measured under a four-inch pres 
eure pipe to each farm lot.

SAN BERNARDINO, July 13,.—Be- 
cause the medicine man of the Santa 
Manual Indians, above Highland, 
treated a Mexican patient, who died, 
the Sheriff and Coroner are making 
an investigation today. The death 
was reported this morning, and the 
investigation so far made discloses 
that the Indians knocked together a 
rude box for a casket, dug a hole on 
the reservation, and concealed the re- 
mains. 


Whether the civil authorities will| 


be able to bring the medicine man 
to trial for an offense against the 
State laws, when all the affair oc- 
eurred on distinctly Federal property, 
is a problem. The only charge against 
the Indian would be that of practicing 
medicine without a license. This will 
be the first time in the history of the 
State, and possibly the country, where 
a medicine man has been so charged

Goodcell go to Needles Wednesday to 
investigate the killing of an Indian 
named Fish by a youth, George 
Smith, who has been stationed at 
Needles as a special officer.

ESTIMATES FOR DEPARTMENTS,

SANTA MONICA, July 13.—That

CLOUDBURST SWEEPS» 


TOWNS AWAY 


D which destroyed several thriving 
cities and exacted a toll of hun- 
Greds of lives in the State of Guana- 
juato were received in this city last 
night and members of the Mexican 
colony having friends and relatives in 
the afflicted districts were almost 
panic-stricken by the news. 

The advices declare that the cities 
of Salamanca and Celaya have been 
wiped off the map, and that the num- 
ber of victims cannot possibly be fore- 
told until the angry waters have sub- 
sided. 

The first of the series of cloud- 
bursts and floods which have stricken 
the wealthy State of Guanajuato oc- 
curred several weeks ago, when a 
large part of the capital was washed 
away, together with several hundred 
unfortunate peons, who were unable 
to reach places of safety. . 

A few days ago the bottom again 
dropped out of the heavens and quick- 
ly covered the valley of t Santi- 
ago to a depth of two me The 
natural outlets became clogged and 
within half an hour nothing was seen 
of the two little cities but the roofs 
of the houses covered with terror- 
stricken people praying for deliver- 


ance. 

- Darkness fell over the doomed cities 
as the electric light plant, further 
down the valley, was washed away, 
and this tended to add to the panic. 

According to advices received from 
the correspondent of El Imparcial it 
is probable that more than 1000 lives 
and at least $20,000,000 in property 
were destroyed before the vast body 
of water suddenly as it came went out 
with a rush, carrying houses and peo. 
ple to destruction. Every. house in 
the path of the flood was torn from, 
its foundations and left ruin and mis- 
ery in its place. 

Within a few hours the survivors 
were called upon to face another dis- 
aster inasmuch as it was found that 
all food stuffs had been carried away 
and that there was nothing left in 
the entire valley to feed the half- 
crazed multitude including hundreds 
of babies crying for milk. How many 
have since succumbed to hunger has 
not been ascertained, but the corre- 
spondent already on the ground as- 
serts that the figures will prove stag- 
gering. 

As s00n as communication with the 
capital of the republic could be es- 
tablished word was sent to President 
Madero and within a few minutes a 
council of the Cabinet authorized the 
expenditure of $50,000 in purchasing 
food supplies. 

Notices received from Santa Cruz 
that al) of the crops covering more 
than 1000 square miles of rich agri- 
cultural lands have been destroyed 
and that famine stares the survivors 
in the face unless relief is sent from 

other parts of the country. 

Owing to the unsettled conditions 
prevailing as the result of the war and 
the fact crops generally have been 
ected, it is feared that thousands 


will die of hunger.

TELLS HOW TORONTO DOES, 


Board of Public Works Gets Point- 
ers From Canadian Visitor on Har- 
bor and Garbage Problems. 

An interesting visitor at the offices 
of the Board of Public Works and 
the Harbor Commission yesterday was 
F. S&S. Spence, a member of the Har- 
bor Commission of Toronto. He has 
been attending the sessions of the Na- 
tional Municipal League. 

Spence was seeking general informa- 
tlon in regard to the harbor and re- 
ports on the power project of the 
aqueduct. 

“Ours is a comparatively new proj- 
ect in harbor development,” said 
Spence. “Our commission has been 
organized only ea little more than a 
year, although considerable work had 
been done on this line before the 
present board was constituted. It is 
composed of certain members appoint- 
ed by the government and others rep- 
resenting the city. We have a large 
area of swamp lands in connection 
with the harbor that we are trying to 
reclaim. A considerable part will be 
converted into public parks, but 
there are large areas for us- 
trial development... 

“We limit the life of leases on the 
water front to twenty-one years, but 
the lease holder has the privilege of 
renewing, and should the city. decide 
to dehy a renewal of the lease it is 
obligated to purchase such improve- 
ments as the lessee may have placed 
on the land. We have no fixed rate 
for rentals but decide each individual 
case on its own merits. The policy 
is to build up a great industrial cen- 
ter, and this is always considered in 
judging applications. So far we have 
found no objection to the twenty-one- 
year term fer leases.” 

Members of the Board of Public 
Works are anxious to learn of Toron- 
to's method of handling the garbage 
disposal problem. Commissioner 
Spence said the incinerator system is 
in use, but is far from satisfactory. 
He said all material possible for such 
purpose is used for filling the swamp 
lands, it being covered by cinders. 

Snence left last night for San Fran- 
cisco to make a study of harbor im- 
proyements there.

plunge some of our people into hopeless 
poverty and others into hopeless super- 
abundance. 

Everywhere the cry goes up against the 
cost of living and the cost of living goes up 
along with the cry. The remedy lies with 
the people themselves, not through fiscal 
changes, but through giving more atten- 
tion to agriculture. By working for cheap- 
er transportation in the shape of better 
roads and more waterways, by cultivating 
every rood of cultivatable land to its max!- 
mum -efficiency, we may get cheaper beef, 
larger loaves and fatter Thanksgiving tur- 
keys, without any subsidence in the pres- 
ent flood of prosperity. 

Next November we can re-elect the prac- 
tical and painstaking Mr. Taft and forbear 
any experimenting with the flaming and 
fantastic Dr. Wilson. If we are really find- 
ing the present high cost of living high a 
hardship, we must search for a practical 
remedy under the guidance of practical 
men.

Eggs, butter, fruit, fresh vegetables, coffee 
and other concomitants of an ordinary 
American table are only occasional visitors 
at the British or Belgian board. 

The statistics given in this article are 
taken from an official pamphlet issued by 
the Bureau of Railway Economics at Wasb- 
ington. It may be safely estimated that a 
compilation of statistics showing the dif- 
ference in the wages paid European and 
American workmen engaged in the differ- 
ent industrial avocations would show that 
in other employments, as in railroading, 
while the cost of living in America on the 
same standard of life is but 44 per cent. 
higher than in Burope, the wages paid in 
America average 11 per cent. higher here 
than in Europe.

Here they 
are presented to us in a collection of photo- 
graphs. Many other features of school and 
school center work are also shown. By way 
of contrast, Kansas City presents a most 
pertinent series of pictures, statements and 
questions, illustrating the need and the 
results of social center work through the 


schools. 


Los Angeles’ public library presents a 
collection of books, documents and printed 
matter on city building, municipal man- 
agement and allied topics, containing in- 
formation enough to enlighten a charter 
committee, one would think. The re 
sources of the library in this direction 
have never before been segregated and it 
is suggested that the collection now be 
kept together and be placed in the City 
Hall where it will be available for the use 
of city officials and others engaged in civic 
work. This is a plan that would certainly 
result in increased use of much valuable 
material which has hitherto been largely 
unavailable. . 

The showing made by the various de 
partments of the city management gives 


] the average busy citizen a chance to see 


in a concrete form something of the work- 
ings and the results attained. While he 
may question some of the claims and 
doubt some of the results, he at least gets 
an insight into what is doing in the offices 
for which he is putting up the cash. 

The charts from the Auditor's office pre- 
sent in a compact way some facts of in- 
terest. It is certainly a commentary on 
our so-called civilization that out of every 
$100 of the city's revenue for all purposes 
nearly $20 goes for police and fire protec- 
tion alone. Both fire and crime are to a 
large extent preventable; but instead of 
paying out our money for preventive meas 
ures, We pay the price and iet it go at that. 
In this age is there any good reason why 
a city should not be practically “fireproof,” 
thus saving a large part of the enormous

tion? The comparative assets and indebt- 
edness of the city of Los Angeles and the 
growth of the assessment valuation are 
presented in striking form. 

The examination of the exhibits shown 
fm the Auditorium leads to a more intelli- 
gent understanding of the problems arising 
in our city government and the difficulties 
which municipal governments must meet. 
At this time when so many innovations in 
civic affairs and so many changes in con- 
ditions and relations are presented for con- 
sideration, the discussions and papers of 
the municipal experts in theory, at least, 
and the presentation of what is doing at 
home and abroad in city construction and 
Management ought to help the puzzled 
voter to a somewhat clearer understand- 
ing of what it is all about.

The war cry of Democracy once was, 
“Now is and ever shall be world without 
end” that the “peepul™ shall rule, meaning 
thereby that about one-tenth of the peo 
ple, or a majority of those who have votes, 
shall rule the other nine-tenths. 

Gov. Marshall doesn’t like the colored vot- 
ers. His motto is “Into the ditch with Af- 
rica.” The Fifteenth Amendment is to him 
the sum of all villainies. On the lith of 
February, 1911, like lightning out of a clear 
sky, the Governor hurled into a joint cau- 
cus of the Democratic members of the Leg: 
islature a complete Constitution written 
by himself and practically disfranchising 
colored voters. It was railroaded through 
the caucus and through the Legislature, 
being opposed only by the Republican mem- 
bers and by Democratic Senator Stephen A 
Powers. 

After the passage by the Legislature the 
proposed new Constitution provided that it 
should be submitted to the voters of In- 
diana at the next general election, to be 
approved or rejected. This would have 
been done + election next November 
had the Su Court not decided it was 
invalid. 

On May 1, 1911, John T. Dye, as a citizen 
of Indiana, filed suit in the Marion Circuit 
Court, attacking the validity of the act, and 
asking that Secretary of State Ellingham 
be enjoined from certifying the Constitu- 
tion at the next election. On June 19 the 
bearing was begun before Judge Charles 
Remster. On September 25, 1911, Judge 
Remster held the act invalid, and the at- 
torneys representing Gov. Marshall and 
the State Board of Election Commissioners. 
appealed to the Supreme Court. The ac- 
tion of the latter tribunal rendered last 
week sustains Judge Remster. 

The Supreme Court held that the right 
to change the Constitution les with the 
people, and that the amendment should 
have been submitted to a constitutional 
convention instead of to the Legislature. 

The spellbinders of Democracy will havo 
a hard task during the coming campaign. 
Gov. Wilson's panegyric of Chinamen as 
compared with European immigrants will 
swat them on one side. Gov. Marshall's 
attempt to deprive the people of their right 
to amend their Constitution by amending 
it himself will swat them on the other side.

overcrowded with properly-trained 
physicians. 

Medical sects, such as homeopaths, 
ecletics, osteopaths, etc., are practi- 
cally unknown in Europe. The laws 
recognize only one type of qualified 
physician, and although a properly 
qualified physician may call himself a 
homeopathist, an ecletic, or anything 
else he pleases, there ts no inducement 
te do so, where the sectarian enjoys 
no special privileges.

Lease Just Signed Makes the 
Project Certain. 


— 


Building to be Seven Stories) omce 


High and Fireproof. 


Outlay to Approximate Three 
Hundred Thousand. 


The most noteworthy lease grant- 
ed in this citv during the past 
week was that taken by Mrs. L. M. 
Lynch of Chicago on a seven-story 
reinforced concrete family hotel to be 
erected by Mrs. Hattie M. Morris on 
the east side of Figueroa street, ad- 
joining the nine-story hotel now 
neating completion for Carroll W. 
Gates at Sixth and Figueroa. The deal 
involves a ten-year tenure of the 
property and a tota! rental considera- 
tion of approximately $192,000. The 
improvement itself will cost about 
$200,000. 

In the transaction Mrs. Morris was 
represented by Burns & Harris, with 
Robert Marsh & Co., and Mrs. Lynch 
by Arthur 8S. Hyman. Plans for the 
building were started by the archi- 
tect, A. Reif, in March, as previously 
reported in The Times, and it had 
been the intention of the owner to 
proceed at once with the construction 
of the building, regardless of whether 
a tenant was secured. At the instance 
of the lessee several minor changes 
are to be made in ‘the original plans. 

The building will 
have a frontage of fifty-two feet on 
Figueroa street by a depth of 156 
feet, and will extend to Lebanon 
street at the rear. The site is valued 
at $50.000 by its owner and the total 
amount represented in the deal just 
concluded, including the value of the 
lot, the investment in the building, the 
leasing. consideration and the cost of 
the expensive furnishings that are to 
be installed by the lessee is given at 
approximately $400,000. 

The hotel will be of the class “A” 
fireproof type and thoroughly mod- 
ern. It will be handsomely . faced 
with cream-colored clazed brick and 
terra cotta. The entrence will be pro- 
tected by an ornamental bronze mar- 
quise. By the placing of two wide 
courts at the side, every room will 
be given an outside exposure. 

The lobby will be finished in marble 
and mahogany, as will also the mes- 
zanine floor. Each of the 150 rooms 
will be provided with a private, tile- 
finished bath. The dining-room will 
be located in the basement and will 
be finished in the Dutch style. A 
large ballroom and roof garden will 
be features. 

Mrs. Morris, the lessor of the tm- 
provement, is the owner of the Filor- 
enee apartments, immediately adjotn- 
ing the site on the south. The new 
hostelry is to be known as the Illi- 
nois Hotel. 

Sixth and Figueroa is coming to be 
quite a hotel center. In addition to 
the hotel for Gates and that for Mrs. 
Morris, there will soon be erected at 
the southwest corner of the thorough- 
fares in question a hostelry of ten or 
more stories in height, the property 
of John Parkinson, who on Wednes- 
day paid Robert Marsh and F. H. 
Edwards $130,000 for that site. Only 
a short distance away, on Orange 
street just west of Figueroa, a nine- 
story apartment hotel is nearing com- 
pletion for F. 0. Engstrum.

The first floor is de- 
veted to public offices, public tele- 
phone booths, storage-battery-room 
and a large, ‘well-ventilated restroom 
tor the operators. There is also a 
cafeteria which Is fitted up in every 
detail. This is an accessory to a tele- 
phone exchange, necessary only so far 
as it brings returns in more prompt 
and accurate service by making the 
surroundings of an operator pleasant 
and congenial. 

The second floor contains the wire 
chief's workrooms and the apparatus- 
reom, where the outside cables are 
connected with the cables which run 
te the switchboard. 

The entire third floor is devoted to 
operating purposes.

™ Of great terminals. All trains reach 


the Grand Central Terminal over the 
four tracks that run south from the 
Harlem River down Park avenue. 
These four tracks down Park avenue 
are like the handle of a_i tennis 


racquet. At Fifty-seventh street they 


spread out on two levels in a mesh 
of tracks that is as oval and almost 
as symmetrical as the raquet’s web. 

On the lower level there are twen- 


tyrtwo distinct tracks, The lower 
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level is used entirely for suburban 
trains. On the upper level, which 
fe devoted to through traffic, there 
are twenty-nine different tracks. On 
thie level there are also sixty-two 
tracks for the storing or locomotives 
and cars that are used in making 
up the trains in daily use. ’ 

In the old terminal it was neces-

to haul back the empty cars to the 
Mott Haven Junction yards, more 
than five miles away, for cleaning.

ig terminal a handful of  highly- 
trained experts do the same ‘thing 
mor efficiently today. The switches 
and cre@ss-overs are now manipulated 
from a ventral point, known as an In- 
terlocking station, not by the use 
of ewitch stands. 

This system has made great rail- 
way terminels possille. Several hur- 
dred men would be needed to operate 
the ewitches under the old system 
and even then there would be impos- 
gible delays and almost inextricable 
confusion. 

The interlocking machine ts the 
heart of the terminal's activities. The 
men who mantpulate it are called 
levermen and the one in charge is 
called the tower director. 

In the Grand Central Terminal 
there are five of these interlocking 
stations. The first is located at Fifty- 
seventh street and Park avenue, 
where the four main tracks branch 
eut into the network on the two 
levele. At this point the four tracks 
branch out into ten for station and 
yard purposes. Four of these ten 
tracks connect with the lower level 


and six with the upper level 


tracks, The second interlocking sta- 
tien is on the lower level under Park 


avenue and Forty-ninth street. 


Thie is the largest interlocking ma- 
chine in the world. It controls al! 
train movements to and from this 
leve]. The tracks cover twenty-three 
acres of ground, some forty feet be- 
low the surface of the city’s streets. 


The third station is on the upper- 


level and has a somewhat smaller 
machine than the one that ts further 
under und. It controls all switches 
and gnals to thet main passenger. 
mail and tracks. 

The fourth station is on the upper 
level at Forty-elghth street between 
Lexington and Park avenues, and 
handleg all storage trains. The fifth 
is on the lower level at Forty-third 
street and Depew place. It has two 
interlocking machines and controls al! 
train movements around the itloop 
tracks, making it possible to turn 
all trains arriving at the station by 
running them under the head house 
or main station building. 

In the vard office building are the 
levers controlling ewitches, crossovers 
and signals. It is the largest collec- 
tion in the world. It fills a long, ner- 
row room, forty feet underground. 
From one end of the room to the 
other=-120 feet tn all, nearty the 
length of a city block—stretches 4 


creat breast-high box, on one side of 


which i¢ a double row of levers. 

The handles of grips of these levers 
are but a hand's breadth long and 
ere placed side by side, alternately 
up and down. There are 750 in all, 
and each lever will move in any one 
of two positions a switch and cross- 
over and a signal in any one of three 
positions. Two men and a tower 4i- 
rector handle them, working in eight- 
hour shifts. 

The tower director sits at his desk 
about midway down this long room, 
facing the two levermen. Before him

Gompers, Mitchell and Morrison 
some years ago ordered a boycott of 
the Bucks Stove and Range Company 
of St. Louis. The Supreme Court of 
the District of Columbia issued an 
injunction prohibiting them from con- 
tinuing the boycott. They disobeyed 
the injunction and defied the court. 
For this they were cited to appear 
and show cause why they should not 
be punished for contempt of court 
At the hearing they were found guilty 
and sentenced to imprisonment. On 
appeal to the District Court of Ap- 
peals the sentence was afirmed. This 
judgment was reversed by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States on 
the technical ground that it was er- 
roneous in form, and the case was 
sent back to the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia with leave to 
that court to renew proceedings 
against them in due form. 

On such renewal they were remind- 
ed that the Supreme Court of the 
United States had decided that the 
injunction prohibiting their boycott of 
the Bucks Stove and Range Company 
did not violate the constitutional right 
of Gompers, Mitchell and Morrison 
to free speech and should have been 
obeyed. They were called upon to 
say whether, in view of the decision 
of the highest tribunal in the land, 
they would acknowledge their error 
and assure the court that they intend- 
ed to obey such orders of the court in 
future. 
Had they done so they would have 
escaped with a nomina! fine and the 
incident would have been closed, for 
in the meantime the Bucks Stove and 
Range Company had passed under 
other management and the case had 
been compromised. 

But so far from accepting the of- 
fered clemency and promising to abide 
in future by the decision of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, 
Gompers refused obedience. He said: 

“I repeat, and emphasize this 

fact, that the doctrine that the 


citizen must yield obedience to 
court, notwith- 


freedom, and that it is the duty, 
the imperative duty, to protest.” 
The court, still tolerant and desir 
ous of avoiding anything like the in: 
fliction of an unnecessary or drastic 
punishment, replied: 
“The power of the courts to 
punish for contempt is absolutely 
essential to the performance of 
the duties imposed upon them by 
law. .. . If a party can make 
himself a fudge of the validity of 
orders which have been issued, 
and by his own acts of disobedi- 
ence set them aside, then are the 
courts impotent, and what the 
Constitution now fittingly calls 
‘judicial power’ of the United 
States would be a mere mock- 
ery.”.

Labor’s Unrest. 


STRIKES ON AND OFF 
AND STRIKES COMING.» 


y TRIKES are not in general based 
S on any real grievance of the 
worker. They are chiefly brought 
on either by some demand, which, if 
granted, will increase the despotic 
power of the union, or rather, and 
more particularily, of the despots 
whom union labor allows to be its 
leaders, or by the socialistic desire 
to overturn all social rule and order, 
or to favor the socialistic aim to re- 
duce the idler, the skulker, the inef- 
ficient and the good, honest workman 
(the majority) to one dead level; or 
to limit the output of work (as Hay- 
wood and Ettor advised in the recent 
strike at Lawrence, Mass.,) and to 
deprive the unionite worker of all in- 
ducement to exertion or to improve 
his condition. Strikes are generally 
urged by the younger members of 
labor unions, who suffer comparative- 
ly little, while the brunt of the in- 
evitable distress (win or lose) falls 
chiefly on the wives and children of 
the married men. 

The wage-worker is foolish, be- 
cause, generally speaking, his atti- 
tude towards his own labor is suicidal, 
and also when, as Sir Guilford Moles- 
worth, the eminent English industrial 
writer (who came from the ranks of 
labor,) says: 

“He listens to the blandishments of 
Socialist agitators (Harriman and 
company, for instance,) who only 
want to make a living without work 
out of him. He allows a minority of 
interested men to tyrannize over his 
trade unions. He goes out on strike 
and lets his wife and children suffer 
at the bidding of his own paid of- 
ficials. He thinks he can make the 
poor richer by making the rich 
poorer.”

I did. Go to hell with your injunc- 
tions.” Mitchell and Morrison were 
equally defiant and disobedient, but 
did not openly insult the court as 
Gompers did. Morrison was sen- 
tenced to six months, Mitchell to nine 
months and Gompers to one year’s 
imprisonment. 

The New York Times says edito- 
rially concerning the Gompers case: 
“It is the opinion of Mr. Gom- 
pers that the court’s view of the 
law and the Constitution is wrong, 
and that his motives are so ex- 
cellent that his action is justified 
even if the court's law is correct. 
He has repeatedly declared his 
readiness to go to prison in de- 
fense of his conception of the 
right of freedom of speech. In 
practice this right was exempll- 
fied in this case by an order that 
unionists should strike against 
their will upon the direction of a 
remote central organization, and 
that employers should be pun- 
ished by the combined boycott of 
two million Federationists unless 
they managed their affairs ac- 
cording to the ideas of the Fed- 
eration. This is Mr. Gompers’s 
conception of the rights of union- 
ists. The question now is wheth- 
er labor has a right to act in con- 
tempt of court and if not what 

is the proper punishment. 

“It is becofhing to take an tm- 
personal and dispassionate view | 
of the matter. The association of | 
the federation and Mr. Gompers 
with this case is accidental and 
temporary, whereas the adminis- 
tration of the law is permanent 
and essential. Opinion upon the 
sentence of Mr. Gompers should 
be the same as though the con- 
tempt were that of a capitalist 
trust. There have been several | 
orders of court in the case of cap- 
italist trusts, and they all have 
been obeyed. If the dissolved 
trusts had refused to dissolve in 
contempt of the court’s order to 
dissolve there would have been 
created a case resembling Mr.

Have the Eyes of Aging Employees 


Carefully Examined. 

{Iron Age:] A large percentage of 
the workmen whose efficiency de- 
creases with middle age owe their de- 
clining earning powers to their eyes. 
Most persons experience a change in 
vision after they pass their fortieth 
birthday, the common trouble being an 
increasing tendency toward far-sight- 
edness. In not a few manufacturing 
plants there is an orgattiized inspec- 
tion of eyes. In the best-developed 
systems the eyes of all employees are 
examined by a skilled specialist. The 
more common practice, and an effec- 
tive one, is to insist upon an examina- 
tion when a superintendent or fore- 
man finds reason to suspect that 
something is wrong with the eyes. It 
is not uncommon to see a workman 
holding a blueprint or a piece of work 
far from him in order to see it bet- 
ter. Such a condition naturally slows 
up the man. Clear vision is a large 
asset, especially (where work requir- 
ing precision is involved.

the date of closing entries passed. 
After the date has passed for closing 
all entries, it is not then within the 
power of the promoter to determine 
who ig eligible to start. Your own 
rules provide that the referee is the 
only man in authority to pass upon 
matters of this kind. Consequently, 
your action in disqualifying me is 
not in accordance with the rules as 
laid down by your board. 

“You state that my disbarrment 
was made under rule 18, which reads 
as follows: 

“‘No sanction shall be granted to 
a promoter who shall have previously 
transgressed the contest rules of the 
American Automobile Association, or 
permitted their transgression at a 
meeting under his or its management, 
until: such promoter shall have been 
restored to good standing by formal 
action of the contest board.’ 
PROMOTER HELD RESPONSIBLE, 

“Ry virtue of this rule, the pro- 
moter seems, to be held responsible 
for the acts of everybody, whether 
under his jurisdiction or not. It is 
evident that you put the proper con- 
struction on this rule at the time, as 
widenced by your instructions to 
both Mr. Kuster and Mr. Hillman, 
who were empowered to act in ac- 
cordance with your appointment and 
approval.. That both these gentlemen 
acted in accordance with their best 
judgment and for the best interests of 
the event in general! is beyond question. 
At the werst, no act could have been 
considered as being other than a dif- 
ference of opinion as to the interpre- 
tation of the rule in question, and rt 
certainly would appear that they 
were right and the rule Was wrong, 
otherwise no reconstruction of this

TESTING ELECTRIC TRUCKS. 


No Small Task, Declares Expert 
Whe Puts Out Great Number of 


Machines. 

A great amount of work is being 
done in the electric division of the 
(jeneral Motors Truck Company, of 
which J. M. Lansden is manager, as is 
evidenced by the numbers of cars 
which are being tested on the roads 
around Pontiac, Mich. The testing of 
an electric chassis is no small task, 
especially those which are to be used 
in commercial work. Lansden gives 
a vivid description of how strenuous 
a test the chassis is put to before it 
is considered perfect enough to be put 
to actual service. 

“After the truck is assembled it is 
ven a preliminary road test,” says 
the general motors electric division 
manager. “This is’ done for the 
purpose of noticing the relationship of 
one part to another, and to see if the 
truck runs smoothly and otherwise 
mechanically correct. After this 
comes a more important test, that of 
ascertaining the power capacity. To 
mhke sure of this we overload our 
trucks 60 per cent., and with this ex- 
tra weight, the*truck negotiates sev- 
enty-five miles. During this period 
tests are also made as to the amount 
of power consumed, which ig accom- 
plished with precision instruments. 
“Especially suitable for testing pur- 
poses is the country adjoining Pon- 
tiac, where you will find all sorts of 
roads and varying grades. The hilis 
in some places are miniature moun- 
tains. Taking this country, aa ~a 
whole,+ the conditions are ideal for 
strenuous all-round testing purposes. 
What we always propose to do is to 
work the truck under harder condi- 
tions than would exist if it were in 
actual use by its owner, and, by the 
time the various road and ojber tests 
are completed, we are satisfied that 
the machine will do the work re-

The bulk of the grand stand will 
be on the west side of the course, 
where a fine view can be had of the 
entire length of the straightaway, but 
there will be bleachers about six 
tiers high surrounding the entire field 
with the exception of the south end, 
which will be taken up by the gymna- 
sium. 3 

These bleachers will be painted 
white and will serve the purpose of 
a fence until the stadium is finished. 
The gymnasium will be built on per- 
manent foundations, but will be sub- 
iected to alterations as time goes on 
until the building can be completed. 
In its temporary state it will be only 
surpassed by the gymnasium at the 
University of California. 

Ali of the permanent stadium and 
the permanent gymnasium will 
completed, according to present plans, 
within about ten years, and when 
they are done, the plant will be the 
finest west of the Mississippi, and one 
ot the best in the United States.

We had a notion that they 
could do.the trick better if they had 
a ball that had been used some and 
was softened up a bit-—-which is true, 
for the pitcher of today likes a ball 
that has been used. The ball had 
not been standarized in those early 
days so it was not unusual for the 
home club to ‘jockey’ with the ball 
and provide one that was especially 
suited to the home team, Along about 
that time, the middle of the 70s, Tom 
Bend and afterward the ‘Only’ Nolan 
acquired fame as curve ball artists. 
Then they came along faster and 
faster. I believe that I was the last 
of the old straight-arm pitchers, but 
managed to squeeze in my fifth na- 
tional championship in 1876. 
NEVER THREW CURVE. 

“I never uged a curve in all my ex- 
perience in the box. I believe, how- 
ever, that I was the first man to use 
change of pace, and it came about 
in. this way: The first man I ever 
saw pitch an effective very slow ball 
was ‘Phoney’ Martin of Brooklyn. 
The Bostons often batted against him, 
and we soon realized that we were up 
against a strange proposition. The 
ball seemed to float right up to the 
batsman, and we struck out with a 
frequency that surprised us. We often 
discussed Martin's pitching and won- 
dered what it was that made it so 
dificult to hit. Ross Barnes owned 
up that it was very tantalizing. Barnes 
was a nervous man who usually 
earried something of 8 grouch, but the 
bigger the grouch the better he 
would play. “We oughi tc kil) it, but 
we can’t,’ was what he meant to say, 
although he did-not «ay it exactly 
that way. 

“That te where I got the notion of 
change of pace, which stood me in 
such great stead in my pitching days. 
But I did not learn the trick from 
‘Phoney’ Martin. About the same 
time we heard that a man named 
Archie Bush, who was playing captain 
and catcher and change pitcher for 
Harvard College team, in the early 
| '70s, had this puzzling delivery. When 
we played this club, they put in a 
very swift pitcher named Cheever 
Goodwin, whom we batted all over 
the field. Bush went in. He showed 
us up. He had the delivery down 
far better than ‘Phoney’ Martin and 
we would strike out time and again, 
I recall discussing it with George 
Wright, but he could not explain, any 
more than I, why we were striking 
from three to six inches under the 


MIXING THEM UP. 

“T had to know that trick. Bush 
showed it to me, and from being a 
swift ball pitcher, I learned to ‘mix 
them up.” It took much patience 
to get that delivery so that it could 
be used, but I mastered it and used 
the slow ball oftener than the swift. 
So far as I know, I was the first to 
use the swift and slow delivery in 
pitching, now so generally in vogue. 

“To this day I believe, as I always 
believed, that a careful study of each 
batsman is the first requisite of a 
successful pitcher;

knows the ins and outs of every man 
he Is called upon to face and carries 
this information in his head from 
one game to another. He knows what 
they like and what they do not like; 
knows how to read their minds, al- 
most, and tell what they are expect- 
ing. It is called ‘outguessing the bat- 
ter’ but it goes deeper than guessing. 
There is psychology in pitching, and 
possibly the knowledge of this psychol- 
ogy is inborn. One man using all the 
curves and breaks and change of pace, 
will be batted out of the box: another 
man using the same materials will 
be practically unhittable. There comes 
to my mind now an old-time pitcher 
called ‘Cherokee’ Fisher. He could 
send them in like lightning, and we 
used to bat him everywhere. He 
lacked what might be termed ‘pitch- 
ing brains’——-gave every batsman the 
same thing, and always swift. You 
can imagine what he got when he 
faced good batsmen. 

PITCHING TO A MEAL SACK. 

“Pitching today is a good deal like 
pitching to a meal sack, instead of to 
real fiesh and blood. I know, because 
I have tried it. In 1908 there was a 
benefit game in Boston between the 
old-time university players and the

“That benefit game taught me more 
vividly than any other experience 
that while the essentials of the game 
have not changed, the rules have. 
I started to coach under the old rules, 
running up and down the base lines 
instead of being confined to the coach- 
er’s lines of today. 

“ "Here, you can’t do that,’ shouted 
a dozen or m of the university 
players, at one time. 


“I'd like to ow why not,’ I re- 
plied. ‘We playing under the 
1871 rules.’ 


“Right in the first inning someone 
made a foul tip off my pitching and 
O'Rourke caught it. I insisted that 
the batter was out, and for a moment 
even O'Rourke could not hearken back 
to the old rules. He had been catch- 
ing under the late rules, you see, 
and wanted to let it go for a strike. 

“Another thing that this game 
taught me is, that there is nothing 
new under the sun. The same old 
tricks—the pitching tricks, I mean 
—were just as effective. Since then 
I have watched all of the great pitch- 
ers and some not so great, and more 
strongly than ever it is borne in on 
me that it all goes back to a question 
of class. The classy pitcher winse— 
he is the brainy pitcher, who hag the 
physical strength and the skill to 
back up his brains; in other words 
the man who can make his hand and 
arm do what the brain commands. 
Golf players have a term which they 
call co-ordination, which fits the cage. 

FIRST BASEMEN. 

“First base play radically 
changed. I never saw a better first 
baseman than Hal Chase, so I can- 
not be accused of partiality in this 
instance. Comiskey, who was in his /®¢F 
playing prime many years ago, is gen- 
erally given the credit of having per- 
fected the present style of play-—to 
Play deep, to depend more on the 
pitcher to cover first, and, with the 
second baseman, to cover the hypo- 
thetical position of ‘right shortstop.’ 
Sometimes I have seen occasions 
when I thought Chase overdid this 
deep play. We never had a first base- 
man who classed with Chase or others 
I could name. In selecting a first 
baseman we always tried to get one 
who could bat like a fiend, who would 
be tall enough to reach a t every- 
thing in sight, and a sure catch. We 
did ‘not insist that he should be a 
first-class thrower. The Comiskey 
plan of first-base play, like bunting, 
is one of the developments of the 
game, but neither of these is suffi- 
ciently far-reaching to have affected 
the bottom theory of play. 

AT SECOND BASE. 

“Becond base play has changed very 
little. There never was a better sec- 
ond baseman than Ross Barnes, who 
was at his best In the early ‘70s. If 
he were active today and in his play- 
ing prime, with a reasonable amount 
of practice he could go in and play 
second base in any club and in any 
league. Do not forget that in saying 
this I have in mind that there is real- 
ly a great second baseman playing 
today, in Collins, and that the game 
has had a long list of brilliant second 
basemen like Dunlap, and Lajole, and 
McPhee, and Pfeffer, and Richardson, 
and—well so many of them that their 
names do not come instantly to mind. 
Surely second base has shown a mar- 
velous line of accomplished ball 


players. 

SHORT AND THIRD. 

“Neither has there been any more 
change in shortstop play. We have 
stars like Wagner in this place, and 
yet Jack Glasscock, in the ‘80s, and 
George Wright, earlien were just as 
good. Glasscock never had a su- 
perior at short field. 
“Third basemen? We have stars 
today, naturally, but a better third 
baseman never went to the difficult 
corner than Jerry Denny, who was 
playing in the °80s. He had that in- 
definable, but apparent something 
which is called ‘class.. So had many 
others right along in the procession 
from the time the first professional 
game was played. 

IN THE OUTFIELD. 
“Neither has outfield play changed 
much. We have the Cobbs and the 
Speakers and the Schultes, and so on, 
but as outfielders they have no more 
‘class’ and playing ability than did 
Jimmy Fogarty, one of the greatest 
of the great, the par excellence of 
the finished flelder—or Lange and 
Curt Welch, or Andy Leonard and 
Ned Cuthbert of an earlier period. 
“All of this talk, you see, goes to 
show that the game has always pro- 
duced artists, and that a diamond of 
the first water always is one. Stars 
then and stars now have the ‘class.’ 
Each and all were born with the love 
of the game, possessed the playing in- 
stinct, developed into great men in 
their calling and passed along after 
the first flush of youth had _ gone. 
There is a big gulf between talent 


and genius in every walk ef life, 4 
well as in ball playing. There have 
been millions of soldiers tn this world 
but only a few Hannibals and Aléex- 
anders and Caesars and Fredericks 
and Napoleans and Grants. So eve 
time I see somebody rise on his hin 
legs and proclaim that the present day 
stars are the greatest that ever hap- 
nein merely because these stars 
ppen to be playing today in a game 
that has not essentially changed for 
thirty years or more, then I feel like 
saying I know better. because I have 
seen them all, almost from the first, 
and because I know that great piay- 
ers have developed at every stage of 
the life of baseball. 
7 FASTER BASE RUNNING. 
“Base-running is speedier than it 
used to be. As a rule the runners 
are faster. Yet no man in the nye 
has a greater instinctive knowledge of 
when to start and steal than had Ross 
Barnes. No man knows better than 
did Barnes how to take advantage of 
every opening. Lange, Hamilton, Fo- 
garty, Weich, scores and almost hun- 
dreds of others were great base run- 
ners. Mike Kelly, one of the most 
unique figures the game known, 
is frequently the greatest base runner 
of them all. Rut Kelly was in a class 
by himself. He was always getting 
into holes and getting out of them by 
unexpected breaks. When be played 
right field he never was a suré catch. 
You almost expected anything to hap- 
pen when a fly went out to him. He 
might get it, and again, he might 
not. Somehow his errors never 
seemed to count. I have seen him 
time and again drop a fiy in right 
field, and then nail a man at third 
who was running from second on the 
error. How he could throw! Kelly 
was a wonder at getting away from 
the base for a steal, and though not 
a fast runner was @ terror to catchers. 
He was an instinctive ball player, born 
so and not made. As a quick thinker 
and as an actor he was a marvel.

Ideas for Homemade 
Bedspreads 


SHEMS to be the custom for the 

[ ‘sterase woman to have her bed 

covered with a plain white mar- 
seilies or “honeycomb” bedspread, and 

1 will venture to say that in only one 
out of every hundred homes you will 
find this géneral rule departed from. 

There appears to be no explanation for 
this fact, excepting that it is the cus- 
tom; but why adhere to a “‘custom” that 
is in no way artistic when it is quite @ 
Simple matter to make your own bed- 
spreads that will go a long way toward 
improving the appearance of the reom? 

Of course you have seen the lovely 
spreads of net and lace and finé ma- 
terials in the shops, and you have in 
all probability sighed, when you have 
inquired the price, to think that for your 
Mmited purse such things were impos- 
sible. This, of course, is becaUse you 
have never taken the trouble to examine 
them closely, or have never realized thas 
you could make exceedingly go0d-look- 
ing spreads with the aid of the proper 
matertais and needie and thread. 

A very inexpensive spread is of white 
organdie; not the fine quality, but that 
which comes for making inside curtains 
for the window, and is trimmed with | 
bands of flowered ergandie showing a 
running design of pink roses. 

One width of the white organdie is in 
the center and a half width is joined 
to'each side of it by a strip of the 
flowered material, the work being done 
on a sewing machine, using « small 
stitch and white cotton. 


from the exact center, where a full- 
blown blossom rests. 

This sounds like a great dea! of work, 
but it was not, for the flowers were 
stamped on the cretonne in border form, 
so that all that was hecessary when 
@ppliqueing them to the flounce wag to 
Gut out the top of the border and stitch 
around the edge of the cut flowers on 
the machine; and the flowers were ap- 
Diled to the center and corners in the 
Same way—basted first, then stitched on 
the machine. » 

The flounce wag joined to the spread 
with a double rew of stitching. 

The bolster cover showed the border 
design stitched on it with the flowers 
Standing upward. The ecru color of the 
musiin biends well with the color of the 
flowers and their green leaves and is an 
ideal cover to use in a room furnished jn 


Each side and one end have a four- 
teen-inch flounce bordered with a strip 
of the flowered organdie stitched on 
at the top of a two-inch hem and joined 
te the main body of the spread by 4 
narrow beading of imitation torchon lace, 
The flounce is slit up at the two cor- 
ners of the epread and finished with a 
Beat hem. so that when placed om a 
brass bed it will hang evenly all around. 
The end going under the bolster is fin- 
ished with a two-inch hem. 

The bolster cover matches the spread, 
Baving a band of flowered organdie 
etitched ite length in the center and 
forming a ruffie on each end. 

Unbleached sheeting muslin is the foun- 
Gation of a most attractive spread. This 
is made with one piece fitting the top 
of the bed and @ rather scant flounce 
om three sides. 

poppies cut from ecretonne are 
@ppliqued on the edge of the flounce and
